Berlin, February 2&.—-Who will sue- 
ceed Ebert as the chief executive of 
Germauy, is a question which is fore- 
ing itself more urgently upon the 
German people because of the fact that 
the constitution does not provide for 
a vice president. 

Many Germans were made suddenly 
aware that the president’s office, of 
which they were hardly cognizant. 
since Ebert's rare tact prevented him 
from forcing himself to the fore. is a 
pivotal point in the whole republican 
structure and that the future of the 
young democratic state will be vitally 
affected by the choice of the man 
placed at the helm. 

Luther and Marx Lead. 

Two names thus far stand out pre 
eminently as presidential possibili- 
ties-—-Chancellor Luther and former 
Chancellor Marx. Dr. Luther would 
get the support of the nationalists, 
conservatives and a large part of the 
husiness world, while Dr. Marx would 
have the indorsement of the clericals, 
democrats and socialists. Both men 
have enviable records of national and 
international achievemeauts, Dr. Luther 
chiefly in connection with financial 
policies, and Dr. Marx as a negotiator 
with the entente and a conciliator at 
home.

Mr. Arnold stated that it was 
within the discretion of the gov- 
ernor of North Carolina to ‘bonor 
papers for Borglum on the present 
warrant, a misdemeanor. .H€ 
stated, however, that 
amount of property taken away 
from the studio by Borglum when 
he left exceeded $50 the grand 
jury would be asked to indict the 
sculptor for larceny, a felony 
charge. , 

Action of Atlanta authorities 
wil] now await outcome of a final 
hearing to be held before Judge 
Schenck in Greensboro next Sat- 
urday. 


Greensboro, N. C., February 28.— 
Gutzon Borglum, sculptor, arrested 
here tonight shortly after 10 o’clock 
upon his arrival on a train from Dur- 
ham, was teleased about two hours 
later under habeas cofpus procéedings 
before Judge Michael Schenck, of 
the superior court, and cangkt a train 
immediately for New York. 

Borglum gave bond of $5,000 for 
his appearance here next Saturday 
before Judge Schenck. 

J. T. Tueker, superintendent of 
building construction on the Stone 
Mcuntain memorial project, near At- 
lanta, Ga., who arrived here with 
Korglum, had not been apprehended 
tonight, although officers had searched 
for him for two. hours. 

Claims Big Debt. 

Rorglum, in discussing the charges 
against him, told newspaper 
that the Stone Mountain Memorial 
avsociation is now indebted to him 
to the extent of $200,000, for which 
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it may be that he wilf seek legal re- | 


covery. He asserted that work on 


the face of the mountain is now five { 


months ahead of schedule.

Railway & Fewer company officials 
have not yet signified acceptance of 
the conditions, but it is generally ex- 
pected that they will accept, and will 
give interchangeable transfers. 

Inauguration of one-man cars here 
also is said to be favored by the 
mayor and traction committee. A 
study of Houston’s one-man ear sys- 
tem eonvinced local officials that bet- 
ter service can be rendered, as the 
street railway company, by the great 
saving in platform costs, is permitted 
to add a number of cars to ench line. 

Some opposition to the plan de- 
veloped in Houston, but its success 
has overcome all antagonism.

Traffic Remedies.

The taxation committee of the At-

The proverbial statement “life is 
uncertain” is literally true. ‘There 
are no “sure things.” I said the qual- 
ity of a man’s life will be determined 
by the quality of the appeal which is 
made to him. In its last analysis, it 
will be whether the appeal is for him- 
self, or for another, Strange as it 
may seem, we will take few risks 
for self. Self-consciousness is timid 
and cowardly. It looks for “sure 
things,” and “safety first” is its mot- 
to. On the other hand, appeals made 
in behalf of others, by their very na- 
ture, call for  self-forgetfulness. 
Plessnend with the passion for the wel- 
fare of another, an institution. or an 
ideal, one throws his own life with 
abandon into the enterprise. 

Nothing has been so hurtful to re- 
ligion as its wretched evangel of 
“safety first’; thus, making it a 
cowardly appeal to timid selfishness. 
The whole story of Christianity is the 
story of a splendid, divine adventure. 
“God so loved” that he risked His 
“only begotten son.” The call of that 
Son to the sons of men is a dare to 
the heroic unselfishness in men. which 
will forsake everything else and fol- 
low Him, in a self-sacrificing service. 

The fine thing about this storv is 
that the chivalry of @Qhese young 
knights was matched by the chivalry 
of their splendid leader. David, look- 
ing into the eves of these heroic boys, 
catches the light of their spirit, and 
pouring the water on the ground, 
says “I cannot drink it, for with the 
jeopardy of their lives they brought 
it.

Coleman is no faddist. He has too 
great a Sense of responsibility to try 
educational experiments. But he keeps 
abreast of the times, and when a new 
method has proved its worth he in- 
corp: — a as soon as possible in 
his progr. 


S'* E “making American Citizens”’ 
expresses the purpose of the 
school, it is but natural to expect that 
citizenship, or Civics, should play an 
important part in the curriculum. It 
does. The 6-year-old tot begins to 
learn it in the first grade. He is taught 
that his conduct and his attitude to- 
ward his tellow pupils are all part of 
this study, and his mark in the course 
is definitely affected by his deport- 
ment. As he progresses he learns of 
his duties and rights as a member of 
tne school, of the city, state and na- 
tion. Other correlated phases of the 
subject are history, with particular 
siress on current events, and public 
speaking. The student is taught to 
familiarize himself with what is going 
on in the world, and then to get on 
his teeit and talk about.it. A sense oft 
responsibility is cultivated by the 
formation of a student government 
crganizat.on which rules to a large 
extent the activities of the upper 
erades. Thus the pupil is equipped for 
civic leadership in the life about him. 

A giee club, orchestra, community 
band, pianos, phonograph and an 
elaboraie radio receiving set all con- 
tribuie to the musical life of the 
school, 2nd much of the work and 
play is done to the accompaniment 
ot a lively tune. 

There are three music teachers— 
two instrumental and one vocal—and 
the band leader also lends assistance. 
A regular course in sight singing, har- 
mony, theory and history are given 
for two periods a week in each grade 
as part of the regular curriculum. 
Music appreciation is also taught, and 
a music memory contest is held every 
year. A nominal charge is made for 
instruction on the piano and violin, 
but, should a pupil with talent and 
ambition tind it impossible to pay this 
fee, a way is always discovered for 
meeting the situation. Fully 10 per 
cent of the children are learning to 
play some instrument. 

Instruction in art, which is cor- 
relaied in the upper grades. with 
manual training and textile work, is 
given a direct application to the lives 
ond homes of the pupils, and its in- 
fluence is at once apparent in the 
attractive houses of the neighbor- 
hood. 

Home life is also the tundamental 
consideration in teaching domestic 
science. Accordingly the mills have 
supplied cottages at both the South- 
west: LaGrange and Unity schools, in

N ORDER to meet the increasing 

requirements in education and to 
protect the children from harmful 
Street influences, there is a growing 
cemand in schools all over the coun- 
try tor a longer school day. Govern- 
ment statistics show that public school 
systems noted as being abreast of the 
times have adopted an 8 to 12-1 to 3 
System in the primary grades. Know- 
ing about this movement, | asked 
Coleman how he stood. 

“Our schedule here,’ he said, ‘‘is 
from 8:15 to 3 o’clock, with two 40- 
minute play periods per day and an 
hour off tor dinner. The first and 
second grades are excused a half hour 
earlier, although | feel this is a mis- 
take. We find 90 per cent of the 
parents favor a full school day. The) 
preter having their children in school, 
Where they know their study and play 
is having proper supervision.’’ 

This is in line with a declaration 
made by M. V. O’Shea, professor of 
education in the University of Wis- 
consin, and a noted authority, in a 
recent publication. 

“We-omust in the future,’’ he says, 
accomplish more during the school 
lite of our children than we have been 
able to do heretofore, and we must 
have them under school influences for 

larger portion of their time. There 
Is nO escape from this requirement it 
we are to meet the new conditions in 
the world. : 

“In any community which ts pro- 
vided with playg rounds it might prove 
of advantage if they could: be ‘sub- 
jected to school influences during the 
entire day. School buildings are the 
niost sanitary and healthful places in 
many communities, and most children 
are better off in them than they are 
in their own homes or on the streets.” 

Dr. Frank Crane recently stated on 
this subject: 

“Children should be under training 
a'l the time. That means all day and 
oll vear. Teachers are needed on the 
playgrounds even more than in the 


schoolroom., © ren need "*nce 
during the summer. vacation iiuch 
as in the winter. The idea is intellh- 
gent supervision and training of all 


a | 

children all the time during adoles- 

cence. Nothing short of that will do.” 
t was recently suggested that thre 

hours of the Southwest LaGrange 

school be shortened to relieve the 

teachers of some of their work. This 


resulted in a striking illustration of the 


spirit of cooperation and service in the 

staff, and showed that’ the famous 
smile which lights and lightens the 
activities of this institution is one of 
real joy in work well done. As soon 
as they heard of the move, without 
conferring with their principal, they 
adopted ‘resolutions taking a unani- 
mous stand against any change in 
liours and declaring their preference 
for the present schedule. 


A grade teacher in discussing the 
matter with me pointed out that, with 
the relief afforded by the special in- 
structors, the hours at Southwest La- 
Grange, insofar as the teaching staff 
is concerned, are really about the 
Same as in a half-day school. Two 
hours a week are given in each grade 
tor each of the four special courses 
and these, with the two play periods 
and the dinner hour give the grade 
teacher ali the relaxation she needs. 

There are twenty-two teachers in 
the school, all trained experts in their 
lines. Many of them are State Normal 
graduates, others college alumnae, 
but all are imbued with the spirit of 
happy service that seems to permeate 
the institution. 

‘The only way to get idealism in 
a school,’’ Coleman says, “is to se- 
Cure teachers who show idealism in 
their lives. A good teacher must be 
religious, moral and patriotic.”’ 

According to a rule established by 
Fuller E, Callaway when he started 
the school, the teaching statf is paid 
twelve months in the year. 

“They have to live twelve months 
a vear, just like the rest of us,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and most of them are studying 
during their vacations. Why shouldn't 
they be paid for the entire year?’ 

But, more than this. Whenever the 
mills pay a bonus, which | gathered 
was a fairly regular occurrence, the 
teachers are given a full share. This 
eften amounts to no_ inconsiderable 
figure. In 1921, for instance, it was 
50 per cent of their salary, for the full 
term. 

Holding a position between princi- 
pal and teachers is Mrs. G. G. Weati- 
ersbee, Coleman’s assistant principal 
and gght-hand man. She is the hu- 
man dynamo that keeps the wheels 
spinning at top speed all over the 
school, making the whole establish- 
ment coordinate. A litthe woman with 
a big heart, she is popular with teach- 
ers and students alike, and her inex- 
haustable energy is the marvel of all, 

A great measure of the success at- 
tained by the school is due to the 
interest the teachers take in the lite 
of the neighborhood. They enter en- 
thusiastically into social and religious 
activities, visiting the homes, attende 
ing the meetings of the Mothers’ club, 
and, perhaps most important of all, 
joining the various church organizae 
tions. By coming into friendly cone 
tact with the parents, the teachers 
establish a close relationship between 
home and school, the good effects of 
which can hardly be estimated. Last 
year members of the statf volunteered 
to run a vacation Bible class. Fifteen 
of the school’s twenty-two teachers 
helped in this school, and their en- 
roliment ot 400 students was doubt- 
less the largest in the stat>

Did you ever see an ofd-fashioned 
bellows? Such an article is pretty 
rare nowadays, and it’s expensive 
as well, You can make 


self, however, by following the di-|

Of course you’ve always thought 


of a bellows in connection with a

best use, but it’s really a valuable 
household article in more ways than 
one. Mother will find it very con- 
|venient for cleaning places which 
are hard to reach, such as stair cor- 
ners, gratings and basement pipes. 

So get out your tools and try 
making this unusual and artistic 
article. 

The faces and handles of the bel- 


| 


carved by any one who likes to do 
this kind of work. For ordinary use 
the end may be left as the drawing 
shows, or it may be tipped with a 
painted tin or natural copper point, 
as Shown by the dotted lines. 
Leather, imitation leather,  oil- 
cloth, or painted canvas may be used 
for hinging the faces together. Use 
brass-headed tacks, upholstering 


the heads painted red if black oil- 
cloth is used. 


Lay Out Pattern 


Lay out the pattern for the han-| 


dles on a large piece of cardboard. 
Cut out the pattern and trace it on 
itwo pieces of thin, soft wood. Cut 
| to form with the coping saw and 
ifinish with sandpaper. 

| Saw the back face at 


X-Y and 


fusien the small piece to the front 
face with glue and brads or screws. 
Bore the 1-2 inch hole through the 
parts just fastened together. Bore 
3-3 inch hole in handle for hanging 
and cut 1 3-8 inches at the center 
of the back piece. Tack a 3 inch 
square piece of soft leather over the 
t 3-8 inch hole on the inside of 
the bellows. Use only four tacks, 
one at each corner. 


Now lay out the pattern for the 
material that hinges the faces to- 
gether. First lay out on paper and 
then trace on the material. Tack 
the material to the wooden faces as 
shown in the assembled drawing. 
The flaps from one to four fit up 
over the cut made at X-Y, forming 
a hinge. 

Cut a half-inch strap and tack it 
as indicated to the back face a little 


below the 3-8 inch hole. This strap 
is used to hold the handles together 
when the bellows is not in use. 


Since you want to make the bel- 
lows artistic as well as useful, take 
pains in finishing it up. Use either 
a Stain or an enamel. 1 think black 
automobile enamel striped with red 
or some other bright color would 
make a very attractive finish. 


I know one boy who made some 
extra money by taking orders for 
making these bellows for some of 
his neighbors. He took the orders 
from several people and then bought 
his working materials in larger lots. 
He found out from his customers 
what colors they wanted the bellows 
finished in and filled his orders 
exactly.

Hyena Zippers Give Speed Thrills
